Chancellor of the Exchequer Asquith Presents his First Budget Which is | the ve 
Said to Favor the Great Middle Olass----Government Commits Itself to 
Reduction of the National Debt and Reinstatement of the Country's 
Credit----Deficit of Quarter of a Million Turned Into Surplus of Twenty 


Seven Millions.

London, April 18—In a house 
crowded in every part and with the 
Prince of, Wales among the listening 
people, the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Herbert Asquith, in an able two 
hours’ speech to-day, delivered the 
budget. If not rivalling the great fin- 
ancial achievements of his famots 
predecessors, Gladstone and Har- 
court, the statement has the merit ‘of 
extreme simplicity in its main fea- 
tures. Judging by the debate which 
followed, it will meet with a larger 
degree of general approval and less 
sectional antagonism than usually 
falls to the lot of budget statements. 


Labor Party’s Objection. 

The most persistent complaint ema- 
nates from the extreme section ,of the 
Labor party, which is disappointed at 
the postponement of the pension 
scheme and the absence of any direct 
relief in the taxation of the working 
classes. James K. Hardie frankly 
calls it a brutal budget, and declared 
his belief that the government has 
no intention of dealing with the ques- 
tion during its lifetime, but purposes 
to reserve it as an effective election 
plank, when it become necessary to 
go to the country. 

A “ Middle-Class Budget.” 

That there is some foundation for 
the complainis of the working classes 
may be regarded from the fact that 
in the lobbies of the House the state- 
ment was generally classed as a “‘mid- 
dle class budget.” Mr. Asquith had 
the rare good fortune of dealing with 
a year of unusual prosperity in na- 
tional finances. The national debt is 
being reduced rapidly, and in this 
connection the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer announced that the govern- 
ment held it as an obligation to ‘‘re- 
instate” and improve the national 
credit. 

Main Features. 

Briefly instead of an estimated defi- 
cit of $230,000 for 1906-07, Mr. Asquith 
pealized a surplus of $26,995,000, while 
for 1907-8 he estimates the surplus at 
$17,165,000. His proposals are not for 
a reduction in indirect taxation, but 
to provide relief from the burden of 
the income tax by pieferential treat- 
ment of earned incomes below $10,000 
a year to the extent of six cents for 
every five dollars, To compensate 
for the loss from this measure he 
proposes that the death duties be in- 
creased. 

The chancellor promises an old-age 
pension scheme for next year, and 
sete aside $7,500,000. for this purpose. 

The unusually brief debate which 
followed Mr. Asquith’s statement was 
devoid of any particularly interesting 
features. 

Millions of Surplus. 

The financial statement issued by 
the treasury in advance of the chan- 
cellor’s speech informed the people 
that the realized surplus for 1906-7 
was $26,956,000, which in accordance 
with the law would be devoted to the 
reduction of the public debt, Mr. 
Asquith estimated the expenditure for 
1907-8 at $703,783,000. 

Result of Taxes. 

The revenue on the existing basis 
of taxation was estimated to be $720,- 
80,000, The permanent reduction of 
the national debt for 1906-07 was an- 
nounced to be $68,750,000. 

Mr. Asquith opened his speech 
with a brief review of the past year, 
pointing out that with the exception 
of the stock markets, which suffered

The revenue or 
tobacco had not realized expectations, 
and there had;been 4 progressive, 
formidable decline in the revenue 
from the alcohol group since 1899 un- 
til last year. 

As chanceflor of the exchequer, Mr. 
Asquith -was glad to say that there 
were signs of a definite reaction, and 
the present year had furnished an 
increase of £2,470,000 on these  re- 
ceipts. 

Telephones Affect Postal Revenue. 

Continuing, the chancellor *said 
there had been a falling off in. the 
revenue from stamps owing to the 
slackness of operations on the stock 
exchange and the fact that the tele- 
phone was superseding letters. 

Turning to the financial year of 
1907-8 the chancellor estimated the 
expenditure of $703,785,000, showing a 
reduction of $8,320,000, compared with 
1906-7.- He hoped the reduction would 
be continuous and progressive. 

Cn the existing basis of taxation. 
the revenue for the forthcoming year 
was estimated at $720,950,000, show- 
ing an estimated surplus $27,165,000. 

National Debt Greatly Reduced. 

Discussing the liabilities of the 
state, the chancellor announced 
amidst cheers that the permanent 1e- 
duction of the national debt in the 
course of 1906-07 amounted to 
$68,750,000. 

He estimated that during the year 

te nucleus of the national debt 
would be reduced by $85,000,000, and 
that a fund for the relief of necessi- 
tous old age would be formed, In 
addition to the $7,500,000 net set aside 
there would be $3,500,000 of uncollect- 
ed arrears of this year’s income tax, 
making a total of $11,250,000, The 
chancellor relied confidently on fur- 
ther economy in the expenditure and 
counted on the support of the House 
and the government in this direction. 


The Liberals’ Policy. 

Dealing with the lines by which 
the Liberal administration proposed 
4o direct the finance of the country 
during the next few years, the chan- 
cellor said: “We are under the imme- 
diate obligation of reinstating and 
improving the national credit.” 


During the recent fall in gilt-edged 


securities, the chancellor said that 
consols were still the premier secur- 
ity. The existing conditions were 
largely the result of unliquidated com- 
mitments and constituted a serious 
embarrassment, not only to the gov- 
erment, but to the community «t 
large. 
Secial Reform Needed. 

The further reduction of the na- 
tional debt was the paramount duty 
of the government, but behind all 
that was the unconquered territory of 
social reforms. 

“T am not a socialist,” the chan- 
cellor remarked, ‘‘ but there is noth- 
ing which appeals to us so loudly and 
imperiously as the possibility of so- 
cial reform.” 

Old Age Pensions. 

In regard to old age pensions, the 
chancellor sai® he would not commit 
himself to any scheme for the pur- 
pose. Everything must be done by

No Further Reduction of Taxes. 

Finally the chancellor said that if 
the objects of the government, name- 
ly, the strengthening of the ‘national 
credit, and the creation of a fund for 
social reform, were to be carried out, 
he could not do anything involving 
A permanent diminution of the reve- 
nue. He was satisfied that a further 
reduction in the duty on tea by two 
cents would not affect the consumer, 
and he did not propose to make any 
change this year in indirect taxa- 
tion. 

Will Differentiate in Incomes. 

The chancellor intended, however, 
to deal indirectly with the income 
tax, which in its present shape work- 
ed unjustly.) Earned incomes) under 
$10,000 a year would hereafter only 


pay eighteen ‘cents, . while the exist. | 


ing tax of twenty-four cents oh the 
pound sterling on earned incomes 
would remain. The. reduction would 


be in addition to all the present 1e- | 


bates, but it would be confined to the 
earned incomes of persons of whose 
total income from all sources did not 
exceed $10,000. 

In conclusion, the chancellor, after 
making all deductions, said he had 
a disposable surplus of $9,165,000, and 
he proposed to keep $1,665,000 for 
emergencies. The remaining $7,500,- 
000 would be invested in the sinking 
fund, and set aside for old age pen- 
sions, ete.

Dayton Physician Goes to Chair 
for Murder of his Parents 
and Brother.

Oliver C. Haugh. the Dayton physi- 
cian, was electrocuted at midhight to- 
night for the murder of his parents 
and his brother on Nov. 1, 1905. 

The Haugh home at Dayton was 
burned and the bodies of the elder 
Ha ugh, his wife.and son were found. 
Haugh’s defence was insanity, but 
he was declared legally sane. It was 
brought out,’ however, that he was 
addicted to the use of a drug known 
as hyoscyiene, hydro-bromate.. At- 
tempts were made also to connect 
him with the murder of several wo- 
men in Cincinnati, who were myster- 
iously strangled.

ment Reached Provides for Only Slight Wage 
Increases--.C.N.R. Saved From Tie-up. 


At a conference heid last night in 
the Victoria hotel, lorinville, be- 
tween Contractors Holeon and Alb- 
ertaon, of the Morinville mines, and 
the striking miners an agreement was 
reached and the men are back at 
work today. 

As a result of the agreement two 
of the miners who remained at work, 
refusing to join the strikers when 
they went out a week ago, have been 
dismissed. This was one of the con- 
ditions of the settlement and a point 
on which the strikers would not yield. 

“Will any provision be made for 
men who remained faithful to the 


company?” asked the Bulletin repre- | 


sentative when speaking to the con- 
tractors of the settlement. 

“We shall look after them,” was 
the reply, “and see that they do not 
suffer as the result of what tney have 
done for us.”

bility of a tie up of their service 
which was seriously threatened dur- 
ing the past week.

A FATAL FIRE 
IN MONTREAL 


Two Burned to Death and 
Several Injured as Result of 
Blaze in Laundry.

Montreal, April 18—Two were burn- 
ed to death and several were badly 
injured this afternoon by a fire in 
the Canada steam MEnerY: St. Justin 
street, 

The seriously injured are :— 

Mrs. P. Giroux, 46 years of age, 
166 Versailles street. She jumped 
from an upper window and besides 
injuries received in the fall was 
frightfully burned from head to foot. 
It is expected that she will not sur- 
vive. 

Mrs. Albertine Peradis, 
age, 57a, Sanguinet street, jumped 
and missed the life net. Her face 
was burned and her right arm frac 
tured. 

Mrs. Victoria Daigle. 39 years of 
age, 191 Wolfe street, broke her right 
ankle. 

Mrs. Jean Benefeant, 39 years of 
age, 2 Borgeious avenue, severe burns 
on face and back. 

Miss A. Proulex, 30 years of age, 290 
Montcalm street, hands and face 
burned and several ribs broken. 

The slightly injurel were: Miss 
Anna Etienne, Ontario st., burns on 
back and left arm; Miss Velve Mo- 
Kercher, St. Christopher, right arm 
fractured and face burned. Miss 
Georgina Lavigne, Ratchet street,face 
burned. Miss Marie Rodgier, suffer- 
ing from shock. 

The fire itself was a comparatively 
trivial affair, the most liberal esti- 
mate of the damages not exceeding 
$30,000, but the flames spread with 
such tremendous rapidity that none 
of the thirty odd people in the build- 
ing had a moment to think before 
they were either saved or cut off. 

The buildings were used by the 
Canada Steam Laundry and Dyeing 
company, and in their cleaning op- 
erations they used large quantities of 
benzine which ig almost as danger-- 
ous as dynamite. It was in the clean- 
ing room that the fire originated. 

Mr. Deschaux, the proprietor, with 
an assistant, was operating a rotary 
machine, used to clean clothes. He 
noticed that the machine was leak- 
ing, the bensine running onto the 
cement floor, As the room was very 
hot Deschaux at once realized the 
danger and stopped the machine to 
try to locate the leak. Before he 
could do anything thé liquid had 
burst into flames, apparently from 
spontaneous combustion.

ANNIVERSARY OF 
"FRISCO QUAKE 


Remarkable Rehabilitation of 
the Golden Gate 
City. 


Associated Press Despatch. 

San Francisco, April 18—The first 
of the earthquake and 
fire which left this city in ruins was 


observed today by appropriate ret 
ligious services and commemorative 
exercises by the building  trades* 


council and other organizations. 

The chief event was a banquet by 
the Merchants’ association at the 
Hotel Fairmont, at which the ma- 
terial and civic regeneration of the 
city were discussed. 

President Frank J. Symmes, of the 
association, was toast master, and 
addressed the guests on “The City 
and the Merchants.” He said in 
part :— 

‘Insurance companies of the world 
were called upon as never before. 
Lose claims were filed for $225,000,000 
and of this sum _ $13,650,000 was 
against two San Francisco compan- 
jes. One of these companies asses- 
sed its stockholders—fifty per cent. 
of whom were residents in San 
Francisco—three times its capital. 
The other, having ninety per cent, of 
its capital held in this city, assessed 
its stockholders six and three-fourth 
times its capital. Such an example 
of corporation honor the world has 
never before known, Would that the 
rest of the world had done as well. 
The insurance loss will never be 
known. Two hundred and fifty mil- 

“From a building point of view,” 
he continued, we are rapidly recov- 
ering; our progress has been credit- 
able and satisfactory, and no man 
need fear the future in this direc- 
tion. Building permits to April first, 
1907, have been issued to the extent 
of $655,078,756. The labor commis- 
sioner reports a wage payment of a 
million a week.

Alarming Report Current in 
Strathcona That Line may 
be Without Coal in 
36 Hours.

Indians From Brant Reserve 
Interview Mr. |Whitney--He- 
cently Saw Mr. Oliver. 


Toronto, April 18.—A deputation of 
Indians from the Six Nations reserve, 
near Brantford, waited upon Prim 
Minister Whitney recently and asked 
that the franchise be restored to them. 
They have now neither municipal nor 
other vote, these privileges having 
been taken away from them by a 
change in the Act. An Indietroff the 
reserve is allowed to vote, and this is 
looked upon as discriminary. They 
were introduced by Mr, J. H. Fisher, 
M.P.P., and Mr. Whitney promised 
that the matter should have his 


~| closest attention, although it is too 


late for action at the present session. 
The deputation consisted of Messrs. 
Jacob Miller, William Davis, Walter 
Davis, L. Roy Hill, Edward Davis and 
David 8. Hill. The same men have 
waited upon the Hon. Frank Oliver 
at Ottawa, asking the Government to 
give them the right to use the elective 
system in the selection of chiefs. The 
request was very favorably consider- 
ed. While in Ottawa they got a let- 
ter endorsing their attitude on the 
question of political franchise, signed 
by their representatives, Messrs. Cock- 
shutt and Lawlor, and by sixteen 
other members of Parliament. This 
they brought to Toronto and handed 
to Mr. Whitney.

TROUBLE AHEAD FOR 
ARTIFICIAL GAS CO’Y 


In Securing a Non-exclusive Franchise~-Council 
Bucks on Points Admitting of any Argument 
Got Through Whole Agreement With Ex- 
ception of Three Clauses. 


There isn’t any chance of the In- 
ternational Heating and Lighting Co. 
getting anything more than is 
coming to them from the city council. 
This is the Cleveland company which 
has applied for a non-exclusive arti- 
ficial gas franchise. Considerable op- 
position to the proposed franchise was 
develope at the adjourned meeting 
of the council held last night to con- 
sider the draft agreement between the 
city and the company. Despite this 
fact, however, the whole agreement 
was gone over and approved with the 
exception of three clauses. 

When the council convened, Ald- 
erman Smith at the mayor’s sugges- 
tion, moved that the council resolve 


: itself into a committee on private 


bills. The obvious intention of this 
motion was to make it possible for 
the mayor to vote twice if he so de 
sired, and to make his position tech- 
nically unassailable in the event of 
his doing so. But the motion was 
lost 

Then Alderman Walker moved the 
council go into a committee of the 
whole. This carried. 

The turn didn’t ruffle the mayor but 
he made a statement which demon- 
strated just where he stood. 

Weuld Vote Twice Anyway. 

“I would like to point out,” he 
said, “that I gave a ruling on just 
this point ,and whether you like it 
or not, I shall vote the same as I 
did before, If I am compelled to do 
so. That is I shall vote twice if it 
becomes necessary. This is actually 
a committee considering a private 
bill.” 

The matter dropped here, and et 
no time during the discussion of the 
agreement was the mayor called up- 
on to vote either twice or at all. 

Opposed From the Start. 

Alderman Picard announced his po- 
sition at the opening of the ceremon- 
ies, as unalterably opposed to con- 
sidering the granting of a franchise 
to the artificial company at all. 

“IT would not be against granting 
this company a franchise,” he said, 
“if it were to come to this council 
and apply for one at the end of two 
years. This would permit of finding 
out whether the natural gas company 
were successful in locating gas. 

“It is not in the interests of the 
city to have two companies lay mains 
in the city streets. But apart from 
that, it is morally certain that the 
natural gas company’s franchise will 
be defeated when it goes before the 
people because the exclusive feature 
of the agreement is not understood. 
This will permit of the artificial gas | 
company, if we give them a franchise | 
jumping into the natural gas com- 
pany’s boots. 

“‘aAnd moreover by giving this com- 
pany a non-exclusive franchise it will 
be tieing up the city more securely 
than the exclusive franchise of the 
natural gas company, for the reason 
that under this artificial gas com- 
pany’s proposed agreement the prices 
are fixed, while under the natural gas 
company’s franchise the city has the 
right to regulate the rates.” 

Cyrus 8. Eaton, the representative | 
of the company, who together with 
his solicitor, Mr. Grant, were present, 
stated that under the proposed agree- 
ment the rates of the artificial ges 
company could be regulated at any 
time. 


Acting Solicitor Wallbridge added a |. 


rider to this statement by saying that 

to secure a regulation of the prices 

it would be necessary to go to law 

each time a regulation was desired. 
As te Prices. 

“I woud like to know if the city 
of Regina gave this company only 
a 15 year franchise?” queried Alder- 
man Gariepy. 

‘No, the franchise was for 20 years,” 
replied Mr. Eaton. ¢ , 

The mayor asked if it would take 
a year from next December for the 
company to commence operating. Mr. 
Eaton’s answer was to the effect that 
the company had intended putting in 
its plant this season, but this was 
now hardly practicable. Still he did 
not anticipate a year would elapse 
before the plant. was in operation. 

Clause thirteen was contentious. 
This clause referred to the city’s »p- 
tion of purchasing at the end of 20 
years. Mr. Eaton made the statement 
that it was the intention of the com- 
pany to use the one plant to supply 
both Strathcona and Edmonton. He 
wanted the clause made so that in 
the event of the city decid to pur- 


chase, the city should be required to 
purchase not only the mains in Ed- 
monton but those in Strathcona es 
well. The reason for this was that 
if the city decided to purchase only 
the plant in Edmonton the company 
would have a considerable amount ci 
dead plant on ite hands. The com- 


Mr. Eaton stated that he had no ob- 
jection to the city securing expert ad 
vice on the subject, but it would not 
affect the scale of prices which the 
company purposed making. These 
prices, he said, were lower, in com- 
parison, than in any other city in 
which franchises had been secured. 

It was subsequently decided to 1e- 
fer the question to a committee of the 
council composed of Alds. Walker, 
Smith and the mayor to report on 
prices which would be considered fair, 

insisted On It. 

It looked for a time as though 
there would be a split between 
the company and the committee 
when clause twenty-two was reach- 
ed and was discussed. This clause 
refers to the prices which shall be 
charged by the company. It is 
in part as follows: 

“The contractors further agree 
that the prices charged to con- 
sumers of gas shall not at any 
time exceed the average price 
charged by manufacturers of gas 
carrying on business in a city of 
a similar size to that of the city 
of Edmonton from time to time 
in any portion of the Dominion of 
Canada, or in the United States 
of America, due allowance being 
made for any difference in the 
price of gas-coal, gas-oil, coke and 
other materials COMMONLY used 
in the manufacture of gas, and so 
on.” 

The word commonly was where the 
argument hinged. 

It wae suggested that “commonly” 
be struck out altogether, it having 
been stated that the International 
company held patents by which it 
was able to produce gas cheaper than 
by coal. But Mr. Eaton insisted in 
the word remaining. 

His Reason for insistence. 

“Our company may as a result of 
experiments being carried on at @ 
large expense, some day discover a 
material by which artificial gas may 
be manufactured cheaper than with 
coal. If the company is successful 
and secures a patent on the method 
we feel that we are entitled to the 
benefit which would be derived from 
the fact that we were the only com- 
pany using the process. 

“On the other hand if some other 
company discovered @ process such as 
this, and secured # patent on it, by 
cutting out the word ‘commonly’ we 
would be required to meet that com- 
pany’s prices. We could not compete 
under such conditions, for the pro- 
cess would be unknown to us. By leav- 
ing the clause as it is no hardship is 
worked on the city, for if a process 
were discovered by any other com- 
pany, that company could be given 
a franchise in the city, and run us 
out of business. 

“It is unfair to ask us to so fix our 
prices that‘ we must meet any con- 
tingency of that cnaracter.” 

Ald. Gariepy insisted Tee. 

Ald. Gariepy was equally as in- 
sistent eas Mr. Eaton that the city 
should get the benefit of any discov- 
ery by which gas might be more 
cheaply manufactured, even if the 
company were the only company to 
whom the process was known. 

The clause was finally referred to 
the same committee as will deal with 
the question of maximum prices. 

The Third Contentious cleuse. 
Clause twenty-nine providing for 

the absolute cessation of any privil- 
eges under the franchise at the end 
of 20 years, was also objected to by 
Mr. Eaton. 

“That clause means that the city 
may simply confiscate our property, 
in the event of refusing to purchase, 
or refusing to extend our franchise. 
There is no clause like that in the na- 
tural gas franchise which the touncil 
has approved.”
